'Best? People of Miami 


Don'tRateWith Pegler 


BY WESTBROOK FEGLER 


New York—A sudden access of righteousness recently prompted a 


band of Justice Black's native, white. Protestant exbrethren in the sacred, 
unfailing bond of klannishness to kick in a night club operating in the 
outskirts of Miami, Fla. The proprietor afterward claimed that the raid- 
ers indulged in a little incidental robbery listing among his losses $350 
cash, a $7 watch and seven rifles. 


This charge seems plausible. The grand dragon of 


Florida attempted to scoff it away with the assertion 
that the Miami klan includes some of the best people 
in town, which disproves nothing. The fact is that 
such gangs not only here but in Italy and Germany 
habitually use their patriotic pretense to disguise 
looting and often are'inspired by the personal mov- 
ies of individual members who may be unsuccessful 
business rivals of the victim or in debt to him or 
just plain thieves. Thus the early black shirts and 
brown shirts liquidated their competitive problems, 
compelled the cancellation of their debts by terroriz- 
ing their creditors and covered common stickups with 
a mask of civic duty. Thus, also, the Ku Klux Klan 
Pegler 


in the days when Mr. Justice Black found fraternity with those who. like 
burglars, operate by night, and, like burglars, go masked. 


But to come to an understanding of the situation in Miami and, vicinity 


it is best to eliminate both the charge of larceny against the klan and the 
claim that the mob contained the best elements of the community. The 
fundamental fact is that the best 
people of Miami for years have not 
only tolerated but aggressively en- 
couraged the development of a ma- 
jor league underworld in a minor 
league city for the sake of the 
money to be made through political 
graft levied on notorious criminals 
from New York. Chicago and other 
big cities and for the incidental 
business drippings. 
Politicians Sold Concessions 
For Violation of the Law 


The politicians frankly sold con- 


cessins for the violation of the laws, 
and the best people of Miami, most- 
ly retail merchants or real estate 
promoters, agreed 
that this was 


necessary because otherwise the 
heavy spenders would avoid Miami. 
Some of the best people of Miami 
have participated in this system, 
politically and financially, for 15 
years and have watched with plea- 
sure and pride the growth of a sys- 
tem of corruption the like of which 
will not be found in any city of 
equal size in the 
United States. 


They were pleased because vice 
brought notoriety and money, which 
is the only god of the booster, and 
they were 
proud because they 


thought a real city incomplete with- 
out an underworld. 


And their own underworld was, if 


not the cream, then the rich, heavy 
scum of all the underworlds in the 
country. It was a matter of naive 
satisfaction to the best people of 
Miami that such distinguished crim- 
inals as Al Caponc, Lucky Luciano, 
Johnny Torrio and Dutch Schultz 
chose to honor them with their pres- 
ence and their professional interest, 
and they saw the creation, on the 
outskirts of their city, of a town 
called Hialeah. whose principal in- 
dustry was graft. Hialeah. from the 


start, has been a rare political freak, 
an aggregation of rackets, organized 
into a municipality. 


Of all this the best people of 


Miami have been well aware, and 
the system has ramified to such an 
extent that if the individuals who 
raided the night club were to un- 
mask and reveal their identity a 
majority probably could be shown 
to have had more or less direct per- 
sonal connection with the corrup- 
tion of their town. In fact, if they 
had been clean and had possessed 
ordinary physical and civic courage 
it would not have been necessary 
for them to go"raiding or to wear 
masks. They could have obtained 
evidence of crookedness sufficient 
to convict some of their local office- 
holders on many charges any time 
they resolved to clean 
house by 


legal methods if they had not been 
afraid to face investigation them- 
selves. 


Miami is a city so badly com- 


promised that one of the most no- 
torious racketeers that the country 
ever produced could go among her 
best citizens in the guise of a re- 
former and make another racket of 
reform. If the ex-brethren of the 
backslid associate justice of 
the 


United States Supreme Court had 
had any confidence in their own 
individual reputations under close 
inspection they would not have been 
afraid to show their faces at a resort 
described by the local sheriff as a 
menace to the community.

equally far to find argument for 
the acceptance of the advice of 
the business world, which wants 
the undistributed surplus tax and 
capital gains tax repealed or re- 
vised. 


Today, the business men of the 


nation are up in arms against poli- 
cies that they believe have brought 
a new recession in business. They 
insist their advice has been dis- j 
regarded and their warnings ig- 
nored. Back in the period when 
the American people were con- 
sidering the drafting of a con- 
stitution. Pelatiah Webster wrote 
a pamphlet urging that the "mer- 
chants of America" be given an 
opportunity to advise congress* on 
legislation 
affecting 
trade. 
The 


pamphlet, which is dated Feb. 16, 
1783. is believed to have been the 
basis 
for 
the plans offered by 


Madison, Pinckney and Hamilton 
to the constitutional convention. 
Apart from its proposals as to the 
formation of a national govern- 
ment, Mr. Webster wrote: 


"Merchants must from the na- 


ture of their business 
certainly 


understand the interests and re- 
sources of their country, to the 
best of any men in it; and I know 
not of any one reason why they 
should be deemed less upright o"r 
patriotic than any other rank of 
citizen whatever. 


"I. therefore, humbly propose, 


if the merchants in the 
several 


states are disposed to send dele- 
gates, that they shall be permit- 
ted to form a chamber of com- 
merce, and their advice to congress 
be demanded and admitted con- 
cerning all bills before congress 
as far as the same may affect the 
trade of the states 


Advice of Merchants 


"As I conceive the advice of the 


merchants to be one of the great- 
est sources of mercantile informa- 
tion 
which is anywhere 
placed 


within their (congress') reach, it 
ought by no..means to^ be neglect- 
ed but so husbanded and improved 
that the greatest possible advan- 
tages may be derived from it. 


"Besides this I have 
another 


reason why the merchants ought 
to be consulted. I take it to be very 
plain that the 
husbandry 
and 


manufactures of the country must 
be ruined if the present rate of 
taxes is continued on them much 
longer, and, of course, a very great 
part of our revenue must arise 
from 
imposts 
on merchandise 


which will fall directly within the 
merchants' sphere of business, and. 
of course, their concurrence and 
advice will be of the utmost con- 
sequence not only to direct the 
proporest mode of levying those 
duties, but also to get them car- 
ried into quiet and peaceable ex- 
ecution." 


^ Mr. Webster went on to say that 
"no men are more intimately con- 
nected with the interests of the 
citizens than the merchants" and 
he did not recall an instance in

It 
is causing the administration to 
hesitate at a critical moment, for 
officials find it unpalatable indeed 
to proclaim a reversal of policy 
Nevertheless, the tempec of con- 
gress indicates that such a rever- 
sal is on the way.

resolutions to amend the constitution to 
provide for a referendum before war is 
declared consistent? 
Some of them are 


not And the arguments they will use in 
support of such an amendment they dis- 
card when equally or more important 
proposals of consultation with the people 


- are under consideration. 


War is terrible. But there is no sense 


in exaggerating its -horrors. 


Would not the destruction of the na- 


tion be worse than a war? Yet men who 
want to have referendums on war oppose 
referendums when political royalists are 
aiming dagger blows at the heart of the 
nation itself. 


The war referendum idea is really 


based upon the proposition that you can- 
not always trust congress. And that is a 
sound proposition. 


Yet many who support it do their ut- 


most to prevent the people from voting 
on proposals far more important and 
fearfully more far-reaching than war. 
. It is true then, and we may all agree 


upon the proposition, that congress can 
never be given unrestricted power. Nei- 
ther can the President. 


Will anyone be so good as to think up 


some practical idea of restraining congress 
or the President excepting the traditional 
American idea of a constitution enforced 
by a supreme court? 


And what good will it do to amend 


the constitution prohibiting congress from 
declaring war without a referendum if we 
have a cowed and 
quaking 
supreme 


court that dared not enforce that consti- 
tutional provision? 


Why alter or otherwise monkey with 


the constitution if the supreme court is so 
completely under the thumb of our poli- 
tical royalists that it could no longer be 
trusted to enforce

Assume that congress declares war in 


spite of such an amendment, passes a con- 
scription act, votes war loans, loans the 
money to its European pals and orders 
its naval and military forces forward, 
what then?

The 
year around humidity in Death 
Valley, California, averages 23 per 
cent, and at Yuma, Arizona, it is 
35 per cent in the driest month of 
the year. 


The excessively dried out air of 


the heated house (it matters little 
what type of heat is used), causes 
woodwork to shrink and fall apart, 
book bindings to crack, plants to 
droop and die, the skin of occupants 
to become harsh and irritable, mu- 
cous membranes to become con- 
gested and hypersensitive.

hard on every one, but especially 
for those subject to chronic bron- 
chitis, 
winter 
cough, 
sinusitis, 


"catarrhal" troubles, asthma, em- 
physema, bronchiectasis. 


Comfort, health and economy de- 


mand for every one either a suit- 
able air-conditioning equipment in- 
stalled with the heating system or 
at least some provision for evap- 
orating a reasonable 
amount of 


water daily in the air of the heated 
dwelling. 
This is 
desirable 
for 


every one, but imperative for those 
subject to chronic bronchitis, sinus 
trouble, winter cough, "catarrhal" 
conditions. Gadgets that evaporate 
a gallon of water a day are scarce- 
ly worth considering. As a rule it 
is necessary to evaporate from one 
to two gallons a day for 
each

Washington — Military students 


in these parts have come to the 
conclusion, after close analysis of 
the Chinese conflict, that the Japa- 
nese are very skillful fighters. 


Here is a quickie picture of what 


has happened on the two fronts: 


In North China the Yellow river 


extends inland to the west some 
500 miles, then 
turns abruptly 


northward 
about the same dis- 


tance. That forms the bottom and 
far side of a rough square on 
which are four rich provinces of 
North China which Japan set out 
to subdue. Peiping, 
the 
North 


China 
capital, is within 
that 


square. The area includes more 
than 300,000 square miles. 


Three 
railroads 
run 
roughly 


north 
and 
south through 
the 


square down to the Yellow river. 
One is about 50 miles inland, an- 
other 
250 miles inland and the 


third 400 miles inland. 


Japan, operating southward from 


the puppet kingdom of Manchu- 
kuo, launched a drive in three col- 
umns, following southward along 
these three railroads. The heaviest 
drive was first concentrated on 
the 
railroad 
nearest the coast. 


There was a reason for this. 


Strategy In the North 


As soon as the Japanese line had 


forced its way about half way to 
the Yellow river on the south, a 
strong force was sent inland from 
this 
coastal railroad. This force 


hit the Chinese in the rear along 
the second railway, 250 miles in- 
land. .It forced the Chinese back, 
and thus the second Japanese col- 
umn was brought about even with 
the first in the southerly advance. 


As soon as this advance had been 


accomplished 
along the second 


railway, a strong force was sent 
inland similarly to hit the Chinese 
in the rear on the third railway, 
about 400 miles 
inland. 
That 


movement was accomplished No- 
vember 9, virtually winding up the 
business of taking the four north- 
ern provinces. 


In four months Japan has over- 


run about 300.000 square miles. If- 
Germany had overrun all of Bel- 
gium and France in 1914. it would 
have covered only 223.000 square 
miles. 


On the Shanghai front the diffi- 


culties were vastly greater, but 
the Japanese strategy was effec- 
tive. 


Best strategy on most battles is

This fall, according to Grimmer, 


the destruction of personal proper- 
ty and livestock in northern coun- 
ties by this ordinarily pacific visit- 
or reached "alarming proportions." 


Complaining letters 
have been 


received in unusually large num- 
bers this fall, Grimmer said, by 
-farmers and landowners who never 
complained 
before. One farmer 


wrote recently: "During the past 
three weeks, the bears have de- 
stroyed and carried away from my 
farm nine miles east of Pembine 
about 20 lambs and older sheep." 


Other farmers reported the de- 


struction of bee hives, raids on ap- 
ple orchards, corn fields, and even 
attacks on humans. One northern 
resident informed Grimmer that his 
neighbors "are actually afraid to go 
into the woods to cut firewood 
without firearms on their person." 


Grimmer points out that the open 


season on bear in 19 counties or- 
dered by the conservation commis- 
sion will help to alleviate the bear 
problems, but wants the bears to 
know that he bears them no hard 
feelings. 


This week he issued propitiatory 


announcement, which said among 
other things, that "the 1937 damage 
is unusual and the game division 
hopes with the many friends of the 
Wisconsin black bear that the ma- 
jority of our troublesome friends 
will have begun their winter nap 
by the 1937 hunting season and that 
next year the circumstances and 
conditions ' that are causing 
the 


bear tribe to be so rambunctious 
will have corrected themselves, and 
that once more they will continue 
to attend to their own business."

With traffic safety campaigns at 
high crest throughout the country, 
precautions designed to minimize 
the hazards of trailer traveling are 
a peculiarly timely subject. Some 
of the cardinal precepts of safe au- 
tomobile driving apply with equal 
force to trailer operation, but in ad- 
dition, the navigation of the nomad 
house along the highways presents 
some problems and solutions all its 
own. 


V.'hen I left New London. Wis., 


Oct. 15 my outfilt included new car 
and trailer and the increased in- 
vestment helped to impress me with 
the need for added safeguards Of 
course my first step was to heavily 
insure both vehicles against fire 
theft, storm and wind damage and 
also liability and property damage 
uor others) in case of accident. I 
also purchased a fire extinguisher 
of the compact "squirt gun" type 
which I installed on the car steer- 
ing post as the most convenient 
place in case of emergency in eith- 
er vehicle. Placing an extinguisher 
near the stove in a trailer is likely 
to be the least logical course as any 
serious fire there would doubtless 
render the safety device inacces- 
sible. Twice, in the short time since 
I bought the extinguisher, I have 
met emergencies when its use might 
easily have become necessary. Both 
involved the use of gasoline stoves 
by fellow trailerites in camp. 


These two instances in one camp 


.m two weeks indicate the menac- 
ing possibilities of the trailer gas 
stove, more through faulty hand- 
ling, perhaps, than through improp- 
er construction. One needs to be as 
certain as possible the stove is me- 
chanically m good condition, then 
be sure one knows how to handle 
it. 
Above all. avoid taking any 


chances. Don't pump the tank with 
the stove burning unless instruc- 
tions specifically permit. 


Inspect, Stove Occasionally 


Every traveler should think out 


in advance a course of action if 
either car or trailer catches fire. I 
carry my supply gasoline can t 
serve stove and lantern in the car 
rear trunk, as far from the stove a 
possible. I also pack my cmergenc 
gasoline lantern in the opposite en 
from the stove. 
One needs to g 


over stove (and gas lantern if any 
occasionally to be sure all is tigh 
and in order. I recently found a ga 
cook stove balking

Hazards on the road are of a 


different sort but equally serious 
The first item of caution is to be 
sure your outfit—car, trailer, hitch 
brakes, lights, etc.—are in good con- 
dition. In addition, have them in- 
spected carefully at times as nuts 
work loose, parts may break or be 
lost or other weaknesses develop 
perhaps unseen until a catastrophe 
occurs—or a wise once-over discov- 
ers them. 


Don't travel too fast, especially 


in passing other vehicles. Passing is 
especially dangerous on broken or 


slippery roads. Give the other fellow 
as much leeway as possible. Your 
trailer is a little wider than your 
car and those few inches may spell 
disaster in a close passing of ve-
